A Bill to enable drutres in connection with vital services to be imposed 

in an emergency on the Armed Forces of the Crown 
WAHRHAS it is expedient to enablo dution in connection with 
vital services to be imposod in an omergency on the Armod Forces 
of tho Crown ; 

It in herehy enacted as follows : 

1 . ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Armed Forces (Emorgenoy Short title and 
Duties) Act, 1947.

(2 ) It extends to the whole of British India . 

2 . (1) The Central Government may , by notification in the Emergenoy duties 
official Gazette , declare any spocified service to be a service of Of Arm 
vital importance to the community . 

(2 ) Upon a doclaration being made under sub -soction (1) and 
until it is roscindod , it shall be the duty of evory porgon mubject 
to the Tadian Army Act , 1911 , or tho Indian Air Force Act , VIII of 1911 
1932 , or the Naval Discipline Aot, in tho form in which it is XIV of 1932 
set forth in the First Schedule to the Indian Navy (Discipline ) 
Act 1934 , to obey any command givon by any superior officer XXXIV Af 1984 
ir 

to employment upou or in oonnoction with the servico 
81) the declaration ; and every such command shall be 
deemod to be a lawful command within the meaning and for the 
purposos of the said Acts. 

8 . Every command givon , after the 30th day of Septomber 1946 Validation 
Aad before the commoncomont of this Act , to any person rufrrred cortain past 
to in sub -section (2 ) of portion 2 by any superior officer in rolution Coron 
to employment upon or in connection with any such service AS 
the Central Government may , hy notifioation in the official Gazette , 
specify in this behalf, shall be deemed to havo been the lawful 
command within the meaning and for the purposes of tho Acts 
roferred to in that aub gection , so however that no such porson 
shall be punished by reanon only of his not having oboyed any 
such command .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


During the War, Defence of India Rule 81 (3 ) empowered tho Central Govern 
ment to direct the employment of persons subject to the Indian Army Act or the 
Indian Air Force Act in any undertaking Annontial to the life of the community . 
The Defence of India Rules huving now expirod , it is lawful to order troops or naval 
or air force personnel to carry out essential sorvices only for a military purpose , or 
if such a condition of affairs has arisen that the safety of the community and the 
existence of the Government and its authority is in danger , and to save the com 
munity the Government has decided to entrust such yital services to military 
administration and control. It is doubtful whether the Courts would hold that 
thene very stringont conditions wore fulfilled in such cases as the use of troops for 
the maintenance of electric power , water and sewage in a large city or the unloading 
of ships carrying articles of food . 

2 . To romove any doubt in tho matter and to ensure that Government has 
powers to enablo it to maintain Horvices vital to the community , it is proposed to 
onact this Bill providing that in an emergency the Central Government may by 
notification declare that any specified service is a service of vital importance to the 
community and that oommands to members of the armed forces in relation to 
employment in that servico shall then be lawful, 

3 . Tho Bill includes a clause to make valid commands of this nature given 
under the orders of Government between tho expiry of the Defenco of India Rules 
and the passing of this Bill .

L . A . BILL No. 19 or 1947 

A Bill further to amend the Indian Railways Act, 1890 
WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Indian Railways Act. 1890 
(IX of 1890 ) for the purposes hereinaftor appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: 

1 . Short Title . -- This Act may be called the Indian Railways (Amendment ) 
Act , 1948 . 

2. Amendment of Soction 71B , Act IX of 1890 .- In Section 71B of the 
Indian Railways Act , 1800 ( IX of 1890 ) (heroinafter referred to as the Said 
Act ), - 

(1) for the words " only to such " , the words " to all" shall be substituted ; 


and 


( 2 ) for tho words as the Central Government may by rules made under 
section 71E prescribe " , the words " except those Railway servants to whom the 
Factorios Act 1984 applies shall bo substituted . 

8 . Amendment of Section 710 , Act IX of 1890 . — In Section 71¢ of the Said 
Acb . - 

(a ) in sub -section (1 ) 

(i) the words " other than r railway servant wliose omployment is essentially 
intermittent " shall be omitted ; 

(ii) for the word " sixty " , the word " forty - eight " shall be substituted ; and 

( iii) for the words " on the avorage in any month " , tho words " and eight 
hours a day " shall be substituted ; 
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(b ) sub -section (2 ) shall be omitted ; and 
(c ) in sub -section (8) —

be substituted and for the word “ quarter ” , the word " half” shall be substi 
tuted .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS

The Indian Railways Act of 1990 chapter 6A deals with the regulations of 
the hours of employment of railway servants and their weekly periods of rest . 
The Act as it stands provides for # maximum of 84 hours work in a week for 
thoge railway servants whose employment is considered to be intermittent and 
a maximum of 60 hours work in a week for other railway scrvants . The pro 
sent Act does not get any maximum limit to the daily hours of work . 

The present hours of work are very long and adversely affect the health of 
railway servants . The Government of India proposes to bring forward legisla 
tion to restrict the hours of work for workers covered by the Factories Act, 1984 , 
to forty -eight per week and eight hours per day. This proposal does not cover 
& vast majority of railwa yinen whose hours of work are governed by the Indian 
Railways Act 1890 . This gap is sought to be made up by this Bill by so amend 
ing the indian Railways Act as to reduce the hours of work permissible under 
it to forty -eight per week and eight per day . It is also proposed to abolish the 
distinction as regards hours of work between railwav servants whose employ 
ment is considered to be essentially intermittent and those whose employment 
is not considered egsentially intermittent, by fqualising the hours of work for 
all railwaymen to forty - eight per week and eight per day . The discrimination 
mnade at present is not justified as the railway servants whose employment is 
considered essentially intermittent, are not allowed to leave their place of work , 
even though there may not be any work . As a matter of fact though their 
employment is considered to be intermittont there is hardly any period during 
their hours of duty when they are entirely free from work . 
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As the Act stands ut present, the ruilway servants whose employment is 
considered to be essentjully intermittent are excluded from the provision regard 
ing weekly rost of 24 consecutivo Łours enjoyed by other railwaymon . Absence 
of any definite provision regarding hours of weukly rést also affects the health 
of these workers adversely . It is necessary that they too should get the benefit 
of some rest, after a definite number ol working days . It is therefore proposed 
that they too should be made eligibl for enjoying these periods of rest and in 
case it is not possible to grant thern rest of 24 consecutive hours in every week , 
the Governor General in Council . is authorised to grant thein rest in a manner 
different froin the rate of 24 hours in a week , hut ensuring that thoy will get 
rest of 90 hours in every period of lour weeks. 

The present Act permits over time payment at one and quarter times the 
ordinary rate of pay . It is proposed to increase the over time rate to one and 
hull times the ordinary rate . The present Act excludes railway servants from 
getting payment at over time rate if they work longer hours to avoid scrious 
interference with the ordinary working of the ruilway , in cases of accident, 
Hotual or threatened , or when urgcut work is required to be done to the railway 
or to rolling -stock , or in any f mergency which could not have been foreseen or 
prevented " . It is proposod thut these workers too should yct payment at the 
Over time rate if they are asked to do over time work ,

NOTES ON CLAUSES 
Olause 2 . The clause proposes to amend Section 71B so as to extend the 
application of the Act to all railway servants who are not covered by the Indian 
Factories Aot. 

The original Section 71B (2 ) vestricted application of this chapter to such 
railway Bervants or classes of railway Aervants as the Governor General in 
Council may by rules mndo under Suction 71E prescribe . 

Clause 3 Sub - clauses (a ) & (b ). — The original Sections 71C (1 ) and 710 (2 ) 
permit the Railway authorities to take work from a railway servant whose 
employment is considered to he essentially intermittent for 84 hours a week and 
for 60 hours a week from other railway servants . 

The (umendment proposed in clause 3 aims at reducing these hours to 48 per 
week for railway servants of hoh the categorias, thus abolishing the present 
distinction between those whose employment is considered an essentially intor 
mittent and other rajlway workers ns regards their hours of work . 

The present Act docs not limit the hours permitted to be worked per day. 
The proposcd clause S brside reducing the wec @ ly hours of work limits the daily 
hours of work to eight per day . 

Sub -clause ( ). - - This Sub -clause does two things . In the first place it is 
proposed thut railway servants should be paid at the rate of one and half times 
of the ordinary rate for over time work instend of one and quarter ng provided 
in the Proviso to Scetion 71C (3 ) of the original Act . In the second place the 
proposed provian also provides for over time rate of payment for persons who do 
over time work even " to avoid serious interference with the ordinary working of 
the railway , in cases of acrident actual or threatened , or when urgent work is 
required to he done to the railway or to rolling stock or in any cmergency which 
could not have been foresern or prevented ” As provided in 716 ( A )(A ) but who 
Arr nt present excluded from getting over time payment at the inorensed rate 
as provider by the original proviso , . 
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Olause 4 . -— The original proviso to section 71D ( 1 ) excludes the railway sor 
vants whose services are considered to be essentially intermittent and other 
classes of Railway servants ypccified by Rules to whom original sub -section ( 2 ) 
of section 71 ( D ) upplied , from getting a weekly rest of twenty - four consecutive 
hours given under Section 71D ( 1 ). The umendment proposes to delete a part 
of the proviso As it is proposed that all jailway servants should get one day s 
weekly rest as provided by 711 ( 1 ) exccpt that rus proposed in clauso 4 (2 ) amend 
ing Section 71D ( 2 ), railway servants whose employment is considered to be 
intermittent mny be given acouinulated periods of rest of 96 hours in a period 
of four weeks insteurl of rest for 24 hours every week as provided by the new 
sub -section (2 ) of Section 711) which is substituted by clause 4 (2 ) for the original 
sub- section (2) of Section 711) . 

Olau88 4 (2 ). - The original Section 71D ( 2) empowers the Governor Coneral 
in Council to specify the railway servants to whom weekly rest may be granted 
on a scale sinuller than the one provided in Section 71D ( 1) i.o . for full 24 
congecutive hours As explained above the Bill intends to provide for one day s 
rest every week to all Railway servants with somnc modifirations regarding the 
periods of rest in the case of those whose employment is intermittent. There 
fore , the original Section 71D ( 2 ) disappears and its place is taken by a new 
sub -section (2 ) of 71D . 

Clause 5 .--- The Governor General in Council is empowered under the original 
Section 71E 1 (a ) to prescribe the railway servants to whom this chapter dealing 
with limitation of employment shall apply . It is proposed in clause 2 of the 
Bill that the Act should apply to all railwny servants except those who are not 
covered by the factories Act , 1991, Honie Section 71E 1 (a ) which grants 
power to the Governor General in Council to prescribe tho railway servant 
becomes unnecessary and is , therefore , deloted . 


L . A . BILL No. 20 OF 1947 


A Bill further to amend the Child Marriage Restraint Act, 1929 , 
WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Child Marriage Restraint Aot , 
1929 (XIX of 1929 ) in certain respecte ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows :--- 

1 . Short Title and Commencement. - (1 ) This Aot may be called the Child Marriage 
Rostraint (Amendment) Act , 194 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2 . Amendment of Section 3 , Act XIX of 1929. - In Sootion 3 of the Child Marriage 
Rontraint Act , 1929 ( XIX of 1929) (hereinafter referrod to as the Said · Act ) after 
the words “ punishable with ” the words " simple imprisonment which may extend 
to Afteen days or with " shall be inserted . 
3 . Amendment of Sootion 4 , Act XIX of 1929 . - In Seotion 4 of the Said Aot 
( 1) for the words " onemonth " the words " three months " shall be substituted ; 

( 2 ) for the words " or with fine " the words " and shall also be liable to fine " 
shall be substituted and tho words " or with both ” shall bo omitted .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
This Bill seeks to amend the Child Marriage Restraint Aot in certain respeots . 
The Said Act was passed by A non - national Government more as a propaganda 
moudure than with the real desiro of checking the corroding evil of child marriage 
which was eating into the very vitals of the nation . The Government of tho duy was 
Apprehensivo of country -wide agitation from orthodox people and in consequence 
provided mild punishment in the Act for infraction of its provisions , The Pro 
vincial Governments in certain provinces waterod down the provision still further by 
issuing exocutive circulars which directed that oxcept in flagrant cases the punish 
ment was to be fine only . 

The experience of the last seventeen years has however brought home the real 
igation that the Act unless amended is likely to remain a dead letter and would 
novor achieve the object in view Like its predecossor in the Baroda State the Aot 
has so far resulted in only adding the amount of fine to the marriage expensen in 
Cuaes of successful prosecutions which were also very rare . 

Except for light improvement in some cities whero along with other causes the 
provisions of the Aot may have contributed to raise the marriagoable age, the child 
marriages continue to be celebrated us merrily as before and with impunity . They 
are the order of the day in rural areas and in backward communities . 

The evil is far too extonsive and serious not to be tackled immediately and its 
stoppage cannot brook delay . National interests of a most vital charactor demand 
that the national Government should not allow grass to grow under its feot and post 
pone immediate and prompt action . 

Among the remedies which the Govornment may adopt the provision of en 
hanced and compulsory imprisonment by way of punishment in respoot of the 
infraction of Sections 4 , 5 and 6 of the Act is fairly caloulated to have a deterrent 
effeot and may perhaps offectively check -mate the evil, Child Marriage resulting in 
pre -puberty consummation and other hundred evils affect the physique of the young 
most prejudicially and thus sap the very vitality of the nation . 

The atrocious act in ita egsonce constitutes a vory hoilous offence which but for 
unwanted interference in domestic matters and want of confidence in the police 
administration in tho country should have been made a cognizablo offonoe . 

Anyhow there is at present no justification for keeping intact thei rkeoma proví. 
sions originally designed as safcguardy Against the possible misuro of the provisions .

NOTES ON CLAUSES 
Clause 2 of the Bill provides simple imprisonment for fifteen days or fine for a 
yonng delinquent and is caloulated to arm him in his possible rovolt against his 
superiors who may be forcing him to contract child marriage from behind the 
Purdah and invest the court with discretionary powers to award imprisonment in 
proper cases . 
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Clauses 3 , 4 and 5 make the award ofimprisonment compulsory and enhance tih 
powers of the court to uward imprisonment for three months instead of one in regard 
to the infraction of the provisions of Sootions 4 , 5 and 6 of the Act . 

Clause 6 gives jurisdiotion to Magistratos in the matter of preliminary enquiries . 
The obligatory charaoter of the present provision detracted from the utility of the 
measuro and constituted an unnecessary restraint in the discretion of the 
Magistrate .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS , AND REASONS. 
The long standing dispute as to the nature of the office of Mutawalli in the Durgah 
Khawaja Saheb , Ajmer, has been finally settled by the judgment of the Privy 
Council in Syed Asrar Ahmed Appellant versus the Durgah Committee Ajmer Ros 
pondent whereby the Privy Council upheld the decision of the Judicial Commissioner , 
Ajmer -Merwara , to the effect that the office of Mutawalli is not hereditary and that 
the Durgah Committee is empowered to appoint anyone as Mutawalli . The power 
politics resulting from the constant tug of war between tho Sajjadanarhin and the 
Mutawalli on the one hand and between the Mutawalli and tho Durgah Committee 
on the other have retarded all movements for reforming tho Durgah administration 
and it is, therefore, proposed to abolish the office of Mutawalli altogether and to 
entrust the discharge of the various duties of the Mutawalli to such officers and scr 
vants as the Durgah Committee may from time to time appoint . This necessitates 
amendments in Seotion 5 ( 1) (6 ), Section 11 (3 ), certain conscqucntial amendments 
in some other provisions of Act XXIII of 1936 , and tbe insertion of new Section 20 
Certain alterations in the definitions ( Seotion 2 ), and some amplification of the Com 
mittee s power to make by-laws (Section 15 ) are also needed . Section 16 has all 
along been a dead letter and it is proposed to substitute a new scotion 16 for the 
present one. Insertion of new sections 22 to 25 is also necessary in order to enbale 
the Committee to carry on the Durgah administration more successfully .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Bill is designed to give effect to certain recommendations contained in the 
report of the Age of Consent Committee appointed by the Government in the year 
1928 . The said Committee toured over the whole country , consulted all shades 
of public opinion and formulated conclusions in the interest of protection of young 
girls . 

Tho Government however , oxcept for enacting the Child Marriage Restraint 
Aot of 1929 shelved the report und took no action in regard to the other recom 
mendations. 

The Committee had recommended that the age of consent should be raised to 
eighteen years in cxtra murital and to fifteen years in marital cases . It further 
recommended that the definition of the offence of rape should be so amended as 
to cxcludo tho husband and instead of the present provision for offending husband , 
a new offence namely marital misbehaviour be provided for with different punish 
monts uccording as the age of the wife was below or above 12 years. 

With a view to providing better protection for young girls the said Committee 
recommended increuse of age to eighteen years in Section 361 of the Indian Penal 
Code and Section 552 of the Cirminal Proceduro , 

It need hardly he said that publię opinion in the country was very strongly in 
favour of increase in the ages as such increase was considered incontrovertibly con 
ducive to improvoment in the physical wellbeing and better protection of young 
girls . 

It is truc thut changes incorporated in the Bill curtail the liberty of males but 
it is equally true that these changes are absolutely indispensable from the national 
standpoint for the physical and moral wellbeing of the coming generation ,

The Bill is intended to 
reduce the wcekly hours from 54 io 40 und the daily houry tu 8 for both surface 
and under - ground workers . Tho hours permitted by the provisions of the 
present Act are too long from the point of view of the health of miners . I con 
midler tliut the permissible hour s should be reduced in provided hy the B :ll if uho 
health of the miners is to be safeguarded . It is leart that the Government 
of India is thinking of reducing the hours of work in fuctories to 48 in a week 
and 8 in a day . Governin lit do not soen to have considered the question of 
reducing the hours of work in mines. The Bill seeks to meet the omission , The 
weekly hours intended to be permitted by the Government of India for work 
in factories uro longer than they ought to be. In any case work in mines 18 
more hazardous and more unhygienic and therefore the Bill provides for shorter 
hours of work for mines than ure intended by Government of India for work in 
factories. Tho present Indian Mines Act permits work for 10 hours in a day on 
surface and 9 hours under - ground . The Bill removes this discrimination . There 
is no doubt that to have the same number of hours for surfaco and under- ground 
work will be more convenient from tho point of view of the life of the workers 
who may belong to the same family or village or also from the point of view 
of the administration of the law .

The Indian Coinage Act provides at present for the coinage of silver coins of 
the denomination of rupee , half rupoe and quarter -rupee with 50 % silver content , 
As, howevor , tho coinage of coins not higher than an eight -anna piece ia permitted 
in any metal determined by Government and half and quarter rupee coins are 
already being issued in puro nickel, the metallio rupoo alono now remains a silver 
coin . Under modorn oonditions , when the nature of coins as tokong of value 
is well understood , it is unnecossary and wastoful to u180 a motal of high valuo like 
silver for coinage. A large section of the publio in India hus already got used to 
and profors tho paper l upeo , and to the extent to whioh a motallio rupon is still in 
demand , the nood for it can he met by using a motal like puſe nickel, which is in 
many ways far suporior to pilvor for coinago purposes . Most advanced countries , 
including the United Kingdom , hayo now coased to use silver for their main coins, 
The elimination of silver from the rupoo coin will also facilitate the roturn of the 
Loane Lend silver to America and might onable Governmont to control speculativo 
rise of silver prioos in India should occasion arise . The Bill therefore seeks to 
Authorise Government to insuo all coins , including tho rupee , in any metal, by delet 
ing sections 4 and 5 and making other consequontial changes . The legal tender 
charaoter of the oxisting quarternary coins han beon left unaffected . Opportunity 
has also beon taken to delote certain other sections which havo coused to havo any 
significance.

> effoot of this decision is that the Reserve Bank wilt odise , with effect from this 
o, to funotion as bankor to the Government of Burma or to manago ito note issue, 
the object of the prosent Bill is to enable the Reserve Bank to wind up its affairs 
hat country by deleting all roferences to Burma in the Reserve Bank of India 
, 1934 . Since there will hereafter bo no necessity to allow Burma to retain her 
Test in the share capital and the dirootorate of the Reserve Bank , provision 
been made in the Bill to permit of the immediate abolition of tho Rangoon sharo 
rister of the Bank and for the transfer of the elective directorship from tho Ran .
